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BEHOLD THE FIG 
TREE, AND ALL 
THE TREES

“And he spake to them a parable, 
Behold the fig tree, and all the trees.” 
—Luke 21:29. 

Jesus on that occasion was illustrat- 
ing the signs of the time to be mani- 
fested prior to His second coming, but 
at this time we do no violence to the 
scripture by viewing the text in the 
light of other truths which we will 
endeavor to do. You will notice that 


sthe Bible refers to people as trees, 


both righteous and unrighteous, and 
to begin with we want to notice the 
fig. “Behold the fig tree.” 

The fig tree being so common in 
Bible lands, particularly in Palestine, 
the earthly home of our Savior, and 
so often referred to in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, has placed it in a position where 
it is a source of inspiration to many 
of God’s people and it seems one can 
not pass it by without bestowing at 
least a glancing look. 

For the benefit of those who never 
saw one, the fig is of a light grey 
color, almost white and grows to a 
height of some thirty feet and possi- 
bly two feet in diameter when fully 
grown. It is-very bushy with thick 
foliage, the leaves being about the 
size of an average man’s hand, having 
three lobes usually (rounded out pro- 
jecting points), and strange as it may 
seem, they never bloom, the blossom 
being inside the fruit, and further, 
the fruit and leaves both begin to 
show themselves at the same time, the 
fruit often preceding the leaves, which 
makes it still more peculiar. The fruit- 
age usually extends from March to 
December, comprising a heavy crop 
in the middle of the summer and a 
light crop in the early spring, with 
another still lesser one in the late 
fall, depending on the climatic condi- 
tions. Here in Southern California we 
have ripe figs often until around 
Christmas. It was while visiting the 
largest fig orchard in the world at 
Fig Garden, Calif. that the writer con- 
ceived the idea of writing this article. 
We were so deeply impressed that it 
is beyond our power of expression. 
There was said to be six hundred 
thousand trees in the garden, compris- 
ing twelve thousand acres. The plant- 
ing alone took five years, we were 
told, employing from one hundred to 
two thousand laborers and at this 
time it takes quite a little village to 
provide homes for the employees and 
their families. There are several vari- 
eties of figs which were imported 
from Bible lands and the fruit is pear 
shaped with three shades of color— 
light (almost white), purple, and 
black. But with all this, what impress- 
ed us the most was the process fol- 
lowed in producing one particular 
variety called “Calimyrnas,” there be- 
ing two varieties—male and female— 
and since the fig has no outward 
bloom, nature must provide some 
means of spreading the pollen from 
one tree to another. in order to 
make them productive. This she has 
done by producing a_ special insect 
ealled “Blastrophaga Grossorum,” 
which resembles a flying ant in ap- 
pearance, only much smaller. Strange 
to say all male figs have, the egg of 
this insect in the fruit, which is pick- 
ed green and cut in halves or quarter- 
ed and dipped in a chemical solution 
twice within an interval of a. few 
hours. First, to preserve the fig so it 
will not go through a rot; second, to 
keep out other insects. Afterwards the 
cut fruit is placed in small wire bas- 
kets and stored in an_ electrically 
heated room where it is kept at a cer- 
tain degree of heat for a length of 
time, when the baskets are taken to 
the orchard and hung on the female 
trees. The insect after it hatches out 
(there naturally being multitudes of 
them) enters the figs and after ex- 
ploring the little flower garden with- 
in, comes Out and continues the pro- 
cess from one to the other, thus 
spreading the pollen and making them 
fruitful (after the manner of bees 
among the outward blossoms of other 
trees and flowers). The “Blastrophaga 
Grossorum” serves no other purpose 
than that which we have mentioned, 
and when it serves its purpose comes 
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Another victory won in a four 
weeks’ revival campaign at Princeton, 
W. Va. A gospel tent meeting closed 
Sunday night, Aug. 17th, with victory. 
Both saints and sinners said that the 
largest crowds attended they ever 
saw at the church in Princeton. It 
was estimated that from twelve to fif- 
teen hundred people were present 
each evening. We began having ten 
o’clock service each day thinking only 
the saints would come, but both saints 
and sinners came and we had large 
crowds day and night. The altar was 
full each time and people prayed 
through to God, both old and young 
alike. Two grandmas got the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, one seventy-one 
years old and the other sixty-nine. 
They surely were happy, said they 
never were so happy in all their lives 
before. They danced under the mighty 
power of God day and night. The 
Pentecostal Holiness church and their 
pastor rendered fine help thru the 
whole meeting, working in the altar 
and helping in the singing, one song

especially, “I’m Free.” We always had 
a pentecostal shower when we sang 
that song. There was such love and 
unity thru the whole meeting they 
couldn’t stay away. We certainly ap- 
preciated their help. They have some 
fine Spirit-filled folks. The Church of 
God surely has a fine band of saints 
in Princeton. They know how to pray, 
how to shout, and how to put their 
shoulders to the wheel and push. We 
didn’t have any slackers but all work- 
ed together for the salvation of souls 
and God gave the victory. Thirty 
were saved, twenty-eight sanctified, 
twenty-two received the Holy Ghost, 


| nineteen baptized in water and thir- 


teen came into the church with more 
to follow soon. Brother T. J. Meade 
is their pastor and is a sweet, Spirit- 
filled man of God. We surely enjoy 
working with him and his wife. They 
both are loved by the saints and sin- 
ners and they appreciate their help 
by standing by them with their tithes, 
offerings and prayers. We were enter- 
tained in Brother and Sister Acie 
Fink’s home. They made us feel at 
home and told us if we ever came 
back we knew where our home was. 
May the dear Lord ever bless Brother 
and Sister Fink and all the saints for 
their kindness and love toward us and 
our prayers and good wishes will al- 
ways be for their spiritual welfare 
and uplift for God and His Church.—

This is coming as a kind of sequel 
to the report recently sent in by Sis- 
ter Bowles, of the meeting in Port- 
land, in which she told you of many 
of the good blessings of the Lord, but 
it has been rather a peculiar circum- 
stance. Most churches are set in order 
at the close of a revival, yet at the 
close of the revival it did not seem 
the time was ripe for that even tho’ 
there was a great increase in interest 
over last year.

Brother L. W. Knox has a_ lovely 
farm, big house with eleven rooms 
and he has thrown open the doors.

“Behold, to obey is better than sac- 
rifice, and to hearken than the fat of 
rams.” 1 Sam. 15:22. 

One night not long ago about three 
o’clock I was awakened by a storm. 
While the wind was blowing and the 
lightning flashing the Lord gave me 
this text. After praying over it I feel 
impressed to write this message to the 
Evangel. 

It really means something to be an 
obedient child of God. We notice by 
reading the fifteenth chapter of 1st 
Samuel why he spoke the words of 
this text. We find that God had spok- 
en to King Saul thru Samuel and com- 
manded him to utterly destroy Ame- 
lek, and every man, woman, child, 
their cattle and all their possessions. 

He took Agag, 
the king of the Amelekites, and the 
best of the sheep, oxen, fatlings and 
the lambs and destroyed the rest, 
and he told Samuel he had performed 
the commandment of the Lord.

He tells them they shail not surely 
die but they may be as gods knowing 
good ane evil. They disobeyed God, 
fell from their hoty state, gave up 
their beautiful home, brought sin and 
shame on the entire human family 
by not obeying the Lord.

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Behold The Fig Tree, 
And All The Trees 


(Continued from page one) 
to death like other insects, and, furth- 
er, it does no damage to the fruit as 
it enters and leaves through the blos- 
som and leaves no eggs behind as the 
breeding process is confined to the 
male figs, which in turn serve no oth- 
er purpose as they cannot be eaten. 

As we watched this procedure we 
were made to think of Christians 
when they repent of their sins and 
God for Christ’s sake pardons them 
and they go and get baptized with 
water. You know that the devil hates 
water baptism and I fear many of our 
ministers undervalue water baptism 
and do not stress it enough in these 
days when so much is being said about 
the Holy Ghost baptism. The Word 
says, “He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved,” and then be 
baptized in order to keep saved. John 
the Baptist lost his head for preach- 
ing it in the beginning. Roger Wil- 
liams, along with others who first 
preached water baptism in this coun- 
try, barely escaped with his life, and 
it is not a popular practice today as 
many prefer sprinkling or pouring, 
but I prefer to take the old Jordan 
‘river route. “For thus it becometh us 
to fulfill all righteousness.” Matt. 
3:15. 

Then like as the prepared figs were 
preserved and kept through being dip- 
ped, we are sanctified by the blood of 
Christ and kept. If we do not stop 
at water baptism, but continue to walk 
in the light. “For this is the will of 
God, even your sanctification.” 1 Thes. 
4:3. 

Then you remember how the figs 
were dipped the second time, making 
it safe for the insect whose presence 
was desired, and at the same _ time 
keeping out others. Just so with us 
when we are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, it makes us secure for Jesus 
to reign within and at the same time 
keeps the devil at a distance without. 
John speaking to us in Matt. 3:11 
says, “I indeed baptize you with water 
unto repentance but he (Christ) that 
cometh after me * * * shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.” 

Next the figs were gathered togeth- 
er in the warm house and tempered 
to a certain degree so they would sur- 
vive their trip to the field where they 
would be subjected to the different 
changes of the temperature, hot days 
and cool nights. And if we  bap- 
tized saints will let Him, the 
Lord will lead us in the hot house 
for a time before sending us out on 
the field to endure the hot days and 
cool nights. Better get in the house 
and get warmed up and get the fire 
burning in your soul so you can 
preach the Church of God sanctifica- 
tion along with your pentecostal mes- 
sage. Some folks who used to preach 
sanctification and fight the Holy 
Ghost baptism with the evidence of 
speaking with other tongues as in 
Acts 2:4, have finally sought and ob- 
tained the Holy Ghost and _ turned 
around and begun fighting sanctifica- 
tion as a definite work of grace. How 
inconsistent! You had better line up 
with the truth if you do not want to 
lose out in your soul as Paul said, 
“But if I tarry long, that thou may- 
est know how thou oughtest to behave 
thyself in the house of God, which is 
the church of the living God, the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth.” 1 Tim. 
3:15. 

“Behold the fig. tree.” If we are 
God’s trees, we want to bear fruit else 
we will be cut down. “And now also 
the axe is laid unto the root of the 
trees, therefore every tree which 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down and cast into the fire.” Matt. 
3:10. We also read of a man in Luke 
13:6-8 who came to a fig tree he had 
planted, three years in succession, 
seeking fruit,and finding none ordered 
it cut down. You remember that the 
fig has no beautiful blossom to behold 
outwardly but bears fruit neverthe- 
less, so we Christians though not 
very beautiful outwardly, as the case 
may be, can have beautiful characters 
with Christ strolling within in the 
midst of the flower garden of a yield- 
ed life. And others will be effected as 
a result and led to seek Christ. On the 
other hand some appear beautiful out- 
wardly and bear no fruit. “Wherefore 
by their fruits ye shall know them.’ 
Matt. 7:20. Jesus worried with His 
journey, tired and hungry, saw a love- 
ly green fig tree by the way and 
sought for some delicious, sweet fruit 
among its pretty, green leaves. Find- 
ing none He pronounced a curse upon 
it, causing it to wither and die and 
that is what will happen to you and 
me if we do not bear fruit. So says 
Jesus, “Every branch in me that bear- 
eth not fruit he taketh it away.” John 
15:2. 

David in his first psalm says that 
the righteous shall be like a_ tree 
planted by the rivers of water, that 
bringeth forth his fruit in his season. 
And Solomon says in Prov. 11:30 that 
the fruit of the righteous is as a tree 
of life. Jeremiah also speaks of the 
righteous as a tree planted by “-he 
river and said it would not cease 
yielding her fruit. Jer. 17:8. Ps. 104:- 
16 says, “The trees of the Lord are 
full of sap.” And these are the kina 

of trees that bear fruit, being filled 
with the Spirit. 

We have considered the quality of 
the fruit, which is good, and speak- 
ing of the quantity John says, “Here- 
in is my Father glorified that ye bear 
much fruit; so shall ye be my dis- 
ciples.” John 15:8. The next question 
is the variety, or different kinds of 
fruit we may bear, if more than one 





kind of fruit is to be grown. The 
writer while visiting a brother near 
San Francisco recently was shown a 
tree with peaches, apricots and plums 
growing on it, if it is remembered 
correctly, at any rate three different 
kinds of fruit were in evidence, and 
I am told this is not the limit in the 
tree grafting process. But Christians 
who are grafted into Christ have that 
beat when it comes to bearing fruit. 
No wonder Solomon said, “The fruit 
of the righteous was as a tree of life” 
as through the Spirit they may bear 
nine different kinds of fruit, namely: 
“love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gen- 
tleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
and temperance,” Gal. 5:22, 23, while 
the tree of life bears twelve kinds of 
fruit, Rev. 22:2. 

“And all the trees.” Time and space 
fail us when we attempt to say more, 
for instance David says, “The righte- 
ous shall flourish like the palm tree; 
he shall growlike a cedar of Lebanon.” 
Those that are planted in the house 
of the Lord shall flourish in the courts 
of our God. They shall still bring 
forth fruit in old age: they shal] be 
fat and flourishing.” Psa. 92:12-14. 
Much could be said with reference to 
the cedars of Lebanon but we will 
consider the palm next. 


The palm tree is also a very beau- 
tiful and useful tree, especially the 
date, often growing to a great height 
and is very upright, having no limbs 
and with its pretty fronds (leaves) 
some twenty feet long drooping all 
around reminds one of a great fern 
as they wave gently in the breeze. 
Palms grow to be very old, some hun- 
dreds of years old, we are informed, 
and bear much fruit in old age, Our 
atiention is often attracted to a large 
one across the street from where we 
now live, a striking resemblance of 
a Christian. “The wicked also spread 
themselves like green bay trees.” Psa. 
37:35. “But are soon cut down.” V. 2. 
All trees eventually fall, or are cut 
down. “It is appointed unt man once 
to die.” “There is hope of a tree, if it 
be eut down, that it will sprout out 
again * * *, But man dieth and wast- 
eth away, yea, man giveth up the 
ghost and where is he?” Job 14:7-10. 

We never get so big and high but 
what we must come down. On a re- 
cent visit to the big tree country of 
California we were thrilled beyond 
our wildest imagination as we viewed 
these giants of the forest, said to be 
the largest living things on earth, 
some of them being as large as forty 
feet in diameter, and reaching the 
dizzy height of three hundred feet. 
As we looked up their sides along the 
deep furrows in the bark a foot or 
so thick it reminded us of a section 
of plowed ground. On one oceasion it 
was necessary to tunnel through one 
of them in making an automobile 
road. Then we were told of a man 
who had hewn out a one room house 
in one of them and took up his abode 
within, just like a Christian whose 
body is the temple of God’s Spirit (1 
Cor. 6:19), whose house are we (Heb. 
3:6). But these trees with their un- 
speakable grandeur and majestic size 
have to fall, many of which we saw, 
one in particular, having a runway 
built along its side and was used as 
a highway by curious automobile 
drivers, and was so named “The Auto 
Log.” “If the tree fall toward the 
south (the warm summer sunshine of 
God’s favor) or towards the north (the 
cold and dreary wintry blasts of sin) 
in the place where the tree falleth, 
there shall it be.” Eccl. 11:3. Let us 
lean toward the Lord and so fall that 
way for then when we sprout up in 
the judgment we can feast from the 
tree of life in the paradise of God. 
Otherwise we are hewn down and cast 
into the lake of fire. Rev. 20:15.

MISSIONS IN NEW MEXICO 
M. E. Drake 

As I recall, the last great commis- 
sion that Jesus gave to His disciples 
was on this order: “Go ye into ALL 
the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized; etc.” 

It is a positive fact that if we be- 
lieve this to be His commission, we 
will have to believe in missions. Not 
only will we believe in missions, but 
FOREIGN MISSIONS. Had it not 
been for those who believe in mis- 
sions, my family would certainly have 
suffered in this’ state. But thanks be 
to God for people who will try to 
reach out and do more than just 
sweep around their own door. 

When Brother Latimer called my 
name for this place and for Colorado, 
I could have left the Assembly imme- 
diately. With all the vim that I have 
had I could not help crying, for I 
knew that we had only one little 
church in both states and it had only 
a few members and no buildings. As 
I looked at it, I could see no means 
of support. All of my life, from the 
time that I was called to the minis- 
try, I have built and worked hard 
places and never pastored another’s 
work since I came into the Church of 
God. And then to think that I had 
come to the place where my wife said, 
“Daddy, if they send you to New Mexi- 
co, I am going to stay in Texas.” My 
heart within me was broken when 
Brother Latimer called me to _ the 
front with the overseers. I was very 
slow in getting there, but I went for 
I had often said, “Wherever they send 
me I am going.” 

Many of the dear Texas saints 
came to encourage me as best they 
could, telling me that they would pray 
for me and come over and help us out. 
This made me feel much better, but 
still my heart was sad. Determined, 
however, to go where they said for 
me to go, I am here. Hallelujah! We 
have worked very hard here and re- 
sults seem small, but we have not 
left. 

We have been in this one place, 
Carlsbad, trying to establish a work. 
Have been in a revival for three weeKs 
with only three saved and two sanc- 
tified, but one sister let us have $480 
to buy a lot and start a building. We 
are now praying for the building as 
well as for an outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost. We have a good Sunday School 
organized with thirty-five enrolled, 
and we meet in my own rented house. 

It certainly means something to 
stay where there are no saints, and 
have to preach, pray and distribute 
tracts with seemingly little results.

BAHAMA ISLANDS 

Some time past we had a notice in 
this department that we intended in 
the near future to give a report of the 
missionary activities. This has been 
postponed until we could get a detail- 
ed report from Jamaica. However, for 
sometime we have had a nice little 
outline map from Brother Wm. Auten 
of the Bahama Islands, with all the 
churches marked on it. We give a lit- 
tle sketch of it here. 

One of the larger islands of the Ba- 
hama group is Grand Bahama. On 
this island, which is in approximately 
the same latitude as Palm Beach, Fla., 
we have one church. Not far to the 
east of this island is Great Abaco, up- 
on which we have three churches, one 
of them being Green Turtle Cay, a 
church visited by the writer in 1913. 
To the south of Abaco and about para- 
llel with the southern extremity of 
Florida is the little island of New 
Providence. It is on this island that 
Nassau, the capital, is located. There 
are three churches in Nassau and 
they are getting along, financially, 
better than the other works as it 
seems that there is more money 
around that city than in the out is- 
lands. There were only two churches 
there at the time of our visit but the 
work has grown exceedingly since 
that time. 

Other churches are located as fol- 
lows: Harbour Island, one church; 
Eleuthera Island, two churches; Cat 
Island, four churches; Andros Island, 
four or five churches; Long Island, 
three churches; Exuma Island, one 
church; and Acklin Island, one 
church. 

These churches are well distributed 
throughout the Bahama group and ex- 
tend southward nearly to the pass be- 
tween Cuba and Hati. Out of the 
twenty-four churches, we are inform- 
ed by Brother Auten that he has visit- 
ed fourteen of them. This of course is 
a greater task than visiting that many 
churches in the States where we can 
go by train, auto, or air express. 

We anticipate a continual growth of 
the work in the Bahamas and request 
a special prayer for all mission work.

Italians Want Jesus 
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YOUNGSTOWN, O.—After reading 
Brother J. R. Thomas’ article about 
street meetings I felt like I should 
stress the need of us all getting out 
into the highways with the Gospel as 
Jesus has commanded us to do. I am 
made to believe that Jesus will not 
tarry much langer and what we do 
we must do quickly. There are so 
many who have heard the Gospel and 
the only way we can reach them is 
to go to them. 

For severai weeks as many of the 
saints as will and I have been going 
into an Italian district once a week 
and giving them the simple story of 
Jesus. They are so hungry they crowd 
around so closely we hardly have room 
to stand. Severaf last night gave their 
hands for an interest in our prayers 
that the light may enter Into their 
hearts. 


There is a great demand for tracts 
too. We can’t carry enough to satisfy 
the demand. When we start to give 
them out a dozen hands will reach for 
the same tract. The younger ones we 
give the English tracts and try to 
furnish the older people with those 
written in Italian. We have also been 
distributing Testaments and Gospels. 
Those who fail to get them beg us to 
bring more the next week. Truly our 
hearts are filled with compassion as 
we look into their faces and see the 
hunger there and see the struggle to 
grasp what we are telling them.

I believe it is the duty of every 
church to have street meetings, if it 
is at all possible, for there are many 
hungry hearts who will never find 
Jesus unless someone takes Him to.
